Mayor Holly T oler’s discussion at the 
meeting will prove helpful to the board in 
its deliberations on community projects 
th a t should be supported. And those who 
heard Toler’s outline of the city’s financial 
condition left the meeting better prepared 
to shoulder their duties as members of the 
board. 
It is not epected th at the board will be 
able to perform miracles, nor will all of 
H am lin’s civic problems be smoothed out 
because of its existence, but it is easy to 
see that civic questions will be handled 
with g reater ease w hen such an organiza­ 
tion ot men and women, all consecrated 
to one task, devotes itself to a careful 
study of the propositions.

In 1913 all local governm ent, city I 
and village, received 56.1 per cent j 
of all taxes collected in the United j 
States. The S tate G overnm ents re ­ 
ceived 15.3 per cent and the Federal 
G overnm ent took 26.6 per cent of j 
the total. The share of the local 
governm ents was more th an double 
th a t of the Federal Governm ent, 
and indicated a healthy share of 
power and responsibility still vest­ 
ed directly in local governm ent. 
From th a t tm e on, however, the 
percentage 
going 
to the 
Federal 
G overnm ent grew steadily year af- 
er year, w hile the share for local 
governm ent went as steadily down- 
word. 
During the war years the federal 
governm ent share rose as high as 
92.1 per cent of all taxes, while th at 
for local governm ent fell as low as 
4 4 per cent. 
In 1947, two years after the close 
of the war, the Federal Govern- 
m ent took 75.1 per cent of all taxes, 
while the local governm ents took 
only *13.7 per cent and left 11.3 per 
cent for the State G overnm ents. 
These 
figures portray 
responsi­ 
bility 
d ra rrh tic a j. 
the 
sh ift 
df 
governm ental 
responsibility 
and 
power, as well as n come in taxes, 
from local to central governm ent, 
and w arn us of the ever-growing 
menace of centralized control of 
our national life. 
They reflect the decreasing effi­ 
ciency 
in 
expenditure 
of 
public 
funds, for the futher a tax dollar 
travels from home, the less it does 
for the taxpayer when it reaches 
its destination. 


Reduced taxes would be a partial 
remedy, but even more im portant, 
there m ust be a reapportionm ent of 
tax monies, so th a t a larger portion 
of them stay at hom e and many, 
m any fewer go to W ashington. 
W ith such a shift we would in ­ 
crease the efficiency of our tax 
dollars and be able to give the peo­ 
ple more and better service a t hom e 
w ithout collecting m ore dollars for 
those services. 
There is some significance even 
today, in the words of Franklin 
Delano Roosevelt in 1932, when he 
was running for President against 
Mr. Hoover. 
Mr. 
Roosevelt 
then 
said: 
‘ Taxes are paid in the sweat of 
every m an who labors. If those taxes 
are 
excesAsive, 
they 
are 
reflected 
in idle factories, in tax-sold farm s, 
and in hordes of hungry people, 
tram ping the streets .seeking jobs 
in vain. O ur workers may never 
see a tax bill, but they pay. They 
pay in deductions from wages, in 
increased cost of w hat they buy, or 
in 
unem ploym ent 
throughout the 


land.” 
Mr. Rosevelt spoke for political 
purposes, but even more truly th an 
he knew. And it may be th a t his 
words were prophetic of w hat would 
grow out of policies which he, him ­ 
self. was to inaugurate during his 
years in the presidency.

Iowa Federal Aid in the financing 
of this relief agnecy.

addition, its own money to set up 
a S tate fund so th a t the State fund 
can be used to m atch the money 
th at the Iowa taxpayer has already 
paid to the Federal Governm ent. 
‘‘In effect it says ‘If Iowa doesn’t 
comply: if it doesn’t m atch its own 
money and then allow’ the Federal 
agency to dom inate the operation 
of the program, then the so-called 
Federal Aid is denied to Iowa.’ In 
such event Iowa money paid in 
the first instance to the Federal 
G overnm ent would be lost to our 
S tate or States th a t had subscieb- 
ed to the Federal pattern and pro­ 
gram .” 
T hen the Honorable M cFarlane 
added his own caustic com m ent as 
follows: “In other words, we raise 
taxes to send to W ashington, and 
then 
raise some more taxes to 
m atch the am ount we have already 
sent to W ashington in order to get 
back the am ount we originally sent. 
T hat is what is known as ‘Federal 
A id.” 
Mr. M cFarlane, in this particular 
address, om itted one most im port­ 
ant factor. He could have pointed 
out th a t a very considerable pro­ 
portion of the Iowa money collect­

i hav e been ‘ repeated findings of 
plagu e in rodents and their fleas

“Spring Fev er" is a mu ch abu sed 
plu ase. We u se it to describe all 
sorts of things—from being in lov e , 
to a good old fashioned attack of ■ 
laziness. 
The original meaning of “spring 
fev er.” the general feeling of leth- j 
argy that freq u ently comes with j 
early spring, is one with v hich we j 
are concerned. It’s a familiar feeling ! 
to most of u s, chaiactriw d by phy - j 
sical fatigu e, an inability to con- 
J 
centrate for long on work or stu dy , I 
and a great desire to “ju st sit and 
do nothing,” preferably in the open ! 
air. 
Spring fev er is u su ally cau sed by 
a nu mber of things. We feel tired 
becau se we are tired. We hav e ju st 
been throu gh the long, hard winter 
months of inclement weather, bu sy 
schedu les at work or play , and per­ 
haps colds and other diseases that 
seem to accompany winter weather. 
Besides, by the time spring has ar­ 
riv ed, it has been close to a y ear 
since most o f u s hav e had a real 
v acation. All this has been a great 
drain on ou r energy and we feel 
it. 
Ju st as spring fev er is cau sed 
by an accu mu lation of things, there 
are nu mber of remedies that mu st 
be applied to effect a real "cu re.” 
Part of the spring fev er may ac­ 
tu ally be the body ’s protest against 
too little rest and sleep. Sometimes 
a person "su ffering” from spring 
fev er can cu re his “illness’ in short 
order by getting to bed earlier and 
planning his work or stu dy more 
carefu lly to cu t down on the ru sh 
and pressu re. 
Depleted energy is also bu ilt u p 
by a good, properly balanced diet. 
We can giv e a little ex tra attention 
to ou r diet in the springtime, mak ­ 
ing certain that we are geting a 
good v ariety of foods, with em pha­ 


sis on fresh fru its and v egetables. 
The desire to be ou t-of-doors in 
the spring is a natu ral one. Winter 
giv es u s little chance to receiv e 
the health-giv ing benefits of su n­ 
shine and plenty of fresh air. With 
the more . lement weather of spring, 
it is pleasant to walk at least part 
of the way to and from work or 
school, and it is a good idea to get 
“ou t" for at least a little while 
du ring one's lu nch hou r. 
' Of cou rse, it is dangerou s to dis­ 
miss or neglect a persistent feeling 
of illness as ‘‘spring fev er.” Con­ 
stant fatigu e and lethargy especially 
when they persist after proper rest 
and diet, demand a medical check -
